ASPEN, Colo..(AP) — With 


ex-husband Andy Williams 
weeping in a hushed courtroom, 
Claudine Longet told jurors that 
her lover cried, "Claudine! 
Claudiue! Claudine!" as he fell 
dying to the bathroom floor 
after a guii went off accidentally 
in her hands. 


Williams, a television and 


recording star, wiped his tears 
with a pink tissue Wednesday as 
Hiss Longet — holding the fatal 
pistol as she spoke - decribed 
how champion skier Vladimir 
"Spider" Sabich died last 
March 21 In toe $290,000 Rocky 
Mountain chalet they snared. 


"Spider colled my name three 


times, and he sort of slid down, 
and I told him I would call UK 
hospital, not to move," Miss 


Longet testified, biting her lips 
to hold back tears. 


Both defense and prosecution 


said they expected the reckless 
manslaughter charge against 
the 35-year-old entertainer to go 
to tne jury today'or Friday. If 
convicted, 
she 
faces 
a 


maximum 10 years in jail and 
*30,000 fine. 


The prosecution doesn't claim 


she intended to shoot Sabich, 
but says she was criminally 
reckless in Dandling the gun. 


The tiny state district cour- 


troom was pocked for the 
diminutive, dark-haired defen- 
dant's testimony. At one point, 
spectators peering over library 
shelves in the rear of the room 
were asked not to stand on law 
books to watch her. 


"I saw he was sort of faint- 


ing," Miss Longet said. "So I 


tried to give him mouth-to- 
mouth resuscitation, but I didn't 
know how." . 


Sabich died of a single bullet 


wound in the stomach from a 
.22-caliber pistol modeled after 
the German Luger. 


Miss Longet said she had 


asked Sabich how to use the gun 
because she was frightened for 
the safety of her three children 
by Williams, who lived with her 
and Sabich. 


"I was holding it with both 


hands," Miss Longet said, gin- 
gerly taking the pistol from a 
defense attorney and holding it 
flat between her palms. 


It was then she began crying. 


She had not held the gun since 
the night Sabich died. 


"I raised the gun, and I said,

warning. Thus it came to pass 
that 
Eisenhower left office 
warning the citizens about the 
“ military-industrial complex. ” 
A few years earlier, when Ike 
was 
Allied 
commander 
in 
Europe, this entity was known 
as the "Arsenal of Democracy.” 
But. no matter, Ike bought the 
speech and the phrase passed 
mischievously into current dis­ 
course. 


The same impulse appears to 
have moved Ford to his Puerto 
Rico 
statem ent, 
delivered 
between ski runs at Vail, Colo. 
It was a bid. if not for applause 
lines, at k'ast for further recog­ 
nition m the history books. A 
way of exiting with a splash. 


In the larger historical pers­ 
pective. Puerto Rico does not 
resemble any of the other 30 
states admitted to the Union. 
This is ture even of such lately 
adnutted states as Hawaii and 
Alaska. 


No states previously adm it­ 
ted. as the colonies expanded 
westward to the Mississippi and 
beyond, was in fact dominated 
by a foreign culture No doubt 
there were local populations. 
Indian 
at 
the 
beginning. 
Spanish. 
Hawaiian. Eskimo, 
later an. but those territories 
became parts of the Union only 


when 
they were manifestly 
under the control of English- 
speaking citizens of the U.S. 


To be sure, the present com­ 
monwealth status, achieved in 
1952, is hardly satisfactory. 
Puerto Ricans are well below 
the U.S. per capita income and 
eligible for ail the famous wel­ 
fare benefits — yet they pay no 
Federal taxes. They can also 
emigrate freely to the U.S. 


It is nonetheless difficult to 
see the shape of a future Puerto 
Rican relationship to the U.S. 
Surely Jimmy Carter was also 
wrong when he said that the 
Pureto Rican people, them ­ 
selves. would decide it. 


To take just one aspect, it 
would certainly be a mistake for 
the U.S. to move further in a 
bi-lingual direction. Do we need 
a Spanish-speaking state? The 
bi-lingual experience elsewhere 
has not been on the whole a 
happy one, not in Quebec, not in 
F'lemish-Walloon Belgium, cer­ 
tainly not in Soweto, South 
Africa. 


Other considerations. 
The 
three million people of a Puerto 
Rican "state'' would have two 
U.S. Senators. Give the realities 
of Puerto Rican economic life, 
those would be two more heavy 
v otes on the welfarist side in the 
Senate. 


I have heard strategic a r­ 
guments m favor of Puerto 
Rican statehood — that is. it 
would constitute our permanent 
beachhead against Castro in the 
Caribbean Possibly so. but sta­ 
tehood seems to me a high price 
to pay If we cannot resist Cas­ 
tro and his Soviet backers 
without Puerto Rico, we cannot 
resist them with it. 


Whatever the desires of the 
people of Puerto Rico, it seems 
to me that, on grounds of U.S. 
national interest, there is a 
strong case to be made for 
Puerto Rican independence.

Those willing to pay roughly 
$95 per top are investing in 
something that feels good, 
doesn’t crease and, chances are, 
will die only of boredom. 
On Dery’s part, the price 
reflects the scarcity of the 
product and the headaches and 
processes involved in marketing 
it. 
For starters, good cashmere 
costs $25 per pound. “ Buf you 
only get 35 per cent pure cash- 
mere after the guard hair is 
removed.” 
Then the hairs are sorted ac­ 
cording to color — brown here, 
white there — cleaned and spun 
into yam, after which there are 
still 21 more steps involved to 
produce a pretty turtleneck. 
“Our cashmere is also two- 
ply, which means you take two 
strands instead of one, twist 
them together and then knit. It’s 
sturdier, more luxurious and 
the more you clean it, the better 
it looks.” 
The Chinese apparently know 
all this because “ they aren’t 
breeding that many goats so 
they can hold up the price on 
good cashmere. I think they’re 
playing a lot of politics with it.” 
Still, the animals themsevses 
were active enough for Dery’s 
designers to create 16 different 
sweater styles this year, in 14 
colors. Among them, gray, 
beige and white “ which is still 
very strong because you can 
wear it with everything.” 
Of course, 25 years ago, white 
cashmere was unheard of. “ I 
kept asking the suppliers, why 
can’t vou make it without these 
black hairs, and they said it’s 
impossible. But people said it’s 
impossible to go to the moon 
and we’re on the moon now.” 
Chinese water torture won’t 
get him to tell how it’s done, but 
“ if you spend more money and 
take out the imperfections, you 
get white cashmere.” A little 
bleaching helps, too. 
Mongolia and China also 
produce nice, hairy camels, for 
the camel hair “ which is one 
step down from cashmere as far 
as luxury fabric is concerned,” 
Dery said. But camel hair has 
its irritating side, too. 
“ It’s so expensive today, 
we’ve been mixing 65 per cent 
camel hair with 35 per cent fine 
wool. You see, a yard of camel 
hair eight months ago was $8.40; 
now it’s up to $11.60.” 
And Dery doesn’t think any 
camel is worth those kind of 
lumps. Next year, he’ll be 
investigating other fabric in 
place of it. 
But as far as cashmere goes, 
we re not to worry. He ack­ 
nowledges its position in our 
classic-conscious times. In fact, 
he’s planning to stretch those 
cashmere sweaters into dresses 
for those who want to feel good 
all over.

They point out there is little 
difference between a radio sta­ 
tion using their tape to accom­ 
pany a story and a newspaper 
reporter using comments from 
a press release in his report. 
And they say that most broad­ 
casters are professional enough 
to accept or reject the offerings 


on their news value.

But those who produce the 
tapes admit they protect their 
bosses from making fools of 
themselves or saying something 
politically damaging. That can 
range from editing the tape to 
take out unwise remarks to 
restaging an entire interview to 
get the answers just right. 


Taxpayer money goes to pay 
the salaries of employes who 
handle such audio releases and 
the equipment they use. House 
and Senate Republicans and 
Democrats offer the service, as 
does the governor, Atty. Gen 
Frank Kelley and several state 
agencies. 


The money tied up in equip­ 
ment was estimated at more 
than $1,000 in the governor's 
office to $3,000 to $4,000 by the 
Senate Democratic operation, 
basically, the legislative parties 
offer three serv ices:

Both parties admit they cull 
the other side to hear what it is 
saying — and |>erhaps prepare 
a response. A recent caller to 
the Senate Democratic hotline, 
for example, would l)e offered 
several tapes of Sen. David 
Plawecki, D-Dearborn Heights, 
criticizing Milliken's veto of a 
worker's compensation bill. 


—Weekly interviews which 
are mailed to radio stations, 
usually in rural areas. Not all 
lawmakers use the service, but 
those from northern Michigan 
may send tapes to as many as 
21 stations. Interviews from the 
governor's office go to 25 sta­ 
tions 


Such interviews focus on is­ 
sues in the news or of particular 
interest to a lawmaker or state 
official. Rep. Francis Spamola, 
D-Corunna. used one to explain 
why he v oted for an income tax 
increase, a Democratic aide 
said. 


—Quick phone calls to certain 
stations to provide them rapid 
coverage on local issues, if the 


issue is not of interest across 
the state. That also helps a 
lawmaker keep his name fresh

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Lake Michigan May Freeze Ove 


MILWAUKEE (AP) — This 
could be one of those rare 
winters when Lake Michigan 
freezes from its eastern to its 
western shores, a distance of 
more than 75 miles. 


The cross-lake freeze hap­ 
pened at least once before in 
this century, 
in 
1963, 
and 
probably in 1936 and 1912. The 
two earlier dates, however, 
were never officially confirmed. 


Dominic Scaffidi of the Na­ 
tional Weather Service said 
Wednesday 
the 
last 
three 
months of 1976 were the coldest 
on record for the area. The new 
year continued equally frigid, 
with only .lan. 5 registering 
above normal. 


“Surely the possibility has got 
to be very high" that the lake, 
which is about 300 miles from 
north to south, would freeze 
from shore to shore this year, 
Scaffidi said, but he addl'd that 
comparatively 
calm 
water 
would be necessary. 


The unusually bitter winter is 
causing heavy icing throughout 
the Great Lakes. 


Daron Boyce, the Great Lakes 
ice forecaster and adviser to the 
U.S. Coast Guard at Cleveland, 
Ohio, said Lake Erie is now 
96-98 per cent frozen over. The 
only open water is in the form of 


“shore leads,” which result 
when wind pushes the mass of 
ice away from shore for 100 
yards or so. 


“It happens in l^ike Erie al­ 
most every year for two to three 
days at a time, then breaks up.” 
Boyce said. “ But it’s been 
several years since I’ve seen 
anything like this. It’s been 
frozen solid now for a couple of 
weeks.” 


Lake Huron, he said, 
is 
similar to Lake Michigan, with 


ice » extending 
from 
all 
shorelines to about 15 miles into 
the lake. The Canadian shore is 
frozen solid but the entire lake, 
according to Boyce, has never 
been known to freeze over 
completely. 


Lakes Superior and Ontario 
are so deep they never freeze 
over solid but the western half 
of Superior was described as 
“solid ice" Wednesday and the 
eastern half was rimmed with 
ice. 


An oil tanker was grounded 
temporarily in heavy ice in 
Traverse Bay in northern Lake 
Michigan but was pulled free 
Wednesday. And an ore carrrier 
was cut free from thick ice in 
Lake Superior Tuesday. 


Boyce said he knows of no 
other major problems from the 
unusual amount of ice, except 
that winter shipping has slowed. 


“The ice out there is loose and 
can be pushed around 
by 
icebreakers," he said.

Michigan Bell Relents On Listings 


DETROIT (AP) — Mr. and Mrs. John Doe will be able to list 
themselves as “Doe, John. Mary” — or “ Doe, Mary, John” — 
in Michigan Bell telephone directories as of Feb. 1. 


Bowing to pressure from consumers and the state Public 
Service Commission, Bell announced Wednesday it will allow 
married couples to be listed together on a single line in 
directories at no monthly charge. 


However, Bell will charge a one-time $5 fee for changing 
existing directory listings. 


Company spokesmen noted that state and public reaction- 
“wasn’t all that good” to an earlier Bell proposal to levy a 
monthly fee for such listings. 


The new listing plan applies only to Michigan Bell direc­ 
tories whii to press after Feb. 1, company officials said. Cus­ 
tomers who want the dual listings should call their telephone 


business office at least three months in advance of the issue 
date printed on the cover of their local directory. 


The dual listing service had been urged by consumer and 
women’s groups, who said it is impossible to find a married 
woman’s phone number if her husband’s first name is unk­ 
nown. 


The PSC announced last month it would hold public hearings 
on the dual listing issue, not only for Bell, but to draw up 
guidelines for all of Michigan's 53 telephone companies.

The Berrien county board of 
public works (BPW) yesterday 
approved submitting a grant 
application to the federal En­ 
vironmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) to help construct a sani­ 
tary sewer system for the 
Village of Galien. 


All engineering and feasibility 
studies for the project, to 
include a collection and treat­ 
ment system, are now complete, 
BPW Director Robert Barnes 
reported, and the financing 
process is now underway. He 
added that the BPW anticipates 
a response on the grant from the 
EPA in about a month. 


The estimated cost for the 


system is about $1.29 million, 
and the village is seeking an 
EPA grant of about $840,000, 
Barnes said. A state grant 
would provide some $55,000, and 
the rest would be financed 
locally through bonds, he added. 


Barnes said the system would 
serve some 260 homes in the 
village and a small part of 
Galien township initially, but 
there are provisions in the 
design so the system could later

In New York, Westin's report 


found that the stale Department 
of Mental Hygiene for more 
than three years required thai 
detailed personal information 
on patients at state mental 
health institutions be punched 
into a statewide computer sys- 
tem.

The patients' records would

Westin of Columbia University

In New York, Westin's report 
found that the state Department 
of Mental Hygiene for mor«* 
than three years required that 
detailed personal information 
on patients at state mental 
health institutions be punched 
into a statewide computer sys­ 
tem.

California’s Drought Could Be Worst In 100 Years

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) 


— The impact of the California 
drought of 1976 may be just a 
drop in the bucket if things 
don't get a lot wetter in 1977. 


A New Year’s weekend storm 
dumped about four inches of 
rain in Northern California, but 
it was the first rainfall of any 
consequence since late last 
summer. 


And state water officials say 
at least 10 more storms of 
equal magnitude are needed in 
the next two months to prevent 
likely water shortages next 
summer.

State Steps Up Measles 
Immunisation Program 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) - 


Michigan health officials have 
slepped up then- immunization 
program 
against 
measles 


following a 100 per cent increase 
from 1979 to 1976 in the number 
of cases reported. 


But officials emphasized the 


increase reflects increased ef- 
forts to track down and record 
cases of measles in the slate. 


John Orris, assistant chief of 


the immunization program, 
said Wednesday that (,000 cases 
of the "10-day" measles were 
reported in 1979, compared with 
1,000 cases in 1975. About 2,«W 
were reported in 1974. 


"But this is not alarming 


because we have sought out the 
cases in an effort to head off 
outbreaks, and our figures 
reflect our work to record the 
cases," Orris said. 


The latest outbreak was 


reported in the Reading School 
District in HUlsdale County, 
where nine cases were dis- 
covered. 


"We have a team there May 


immunizing everyone who 
hasn't been immunized before 
for measles," Orris said Wed- 


must check their child's im- 
munization record. If the child 
hasn't been immunized, it's 
imperative that he be," Orris 
said. 


Children, immunized 
for 


measles before they are one 
year old often are not protected 
from the disease, he added. The 
vaccine should be given after 
the age of one year. 


Vaccinations are adminis- 


tered free at local public health 
clinics or they can be given by 
personal physicians.

months and reaches a peak in 
the spring, can be serious.

MUliken also wants 
to appoint a council of economic 
advisors. He said he would 
propose $10 million for a youth 
employment program. 


Milliken will make his trans­ 
portation proposals in a special 
message, but he has proposed a 
sweeping state-wide transit plan 
requiring tax increases. His 
aides said a value tax on cars — 
instead of the normal weight tax 
— is being considered. 


He proposed a new urban 
grant program of $12 million to 
the 16 Michigan cities which 
levy income taxes. Revenue 
would be based on the amount 
each raises by its tax. He 
spelled out a system for the 
state to invest local money in a 
pool to get better rates of re­ 
turn. 


In the crime-fighting area, 
Milliken called for 300 new State 
Police troopers, patroling all 
city freeways, reducing penal­ 
ties for marijuana use and a 
new procedure for sentencing 
criminals. 


The latter would 
restrict 
judges' discretion in sentencing 
because it would set out basic 
sentences for specific crim es 
and permit only minor changes 
due to mitigating or aggravat­ 
ing circumstances. 


Marijuana penalties would go 
from a maximum of one year 
and $1,000 to a “ citation” 
approach drawing up to 90 days 
in jail and a $100 fine. 


He recommended additional 
civilian employes for the State 
Poliee-to release troopers from 
desk assignments for use in a 
“ mobile" 
force. 
And 
he 
renewed his call for a commis­ 
sion on investigation. 


In other areas, he called for a 
“ budget stabilization fund” to 
save money for a rainy day; a 
ban on phosphates; a second 
state board of education for 
colleges; appointment of judges 
and university boards; further 
political ethics legislation; traf­ 
fic “ points” for exceeding 55 
m.p.h.; and land use planning. 


He pledged more aid for the 
mentally and physically HI, 
vowed a crackdown on welfare 
fraud and promised more ef­ 
ficient government and use of 
Ihe taxpayers dollars. 


Milliken has emphasized help­ 
ing the state’s aging urban 
areas in his State of the State 
message. 


He spelled out a list of specific 
proposals ranging from new ur­ 
ban grants to tax incentives to 
an attack on “ red-lining” in his 
speech to the legislature today. 


“We cannot discard the citi(*s 
like used merchandise, because 
our survivial may be in their 
future,” Milliken said in his 93- 
page message. “They represent 
the biggest challenge facing this 
state.” 


Prime 
among 
Milliken’s 
suggestions was a proposal to 
give $12 million in new grants to 
cities which levy income taxes. 
The state money would be 
allocated on the basis of how 
much income each city raises 
for itself. 


Noting the state's ever-grow­ 
ing revenue sharing program, 
Milliken said more money was 
needed to “ assist those urban 
areas which have made an effort 
to assist themselves.” 


The cities eligible for assis­ 
tance under the grant program 
would be Albion, Battle Creek, 
Grayling, Flint, Lansing, Jack­ 
son, Grand Rapids, Lapeer, 
Hudson, Big Rapids, Pontiac, 
Port Huron, Saginaw, Detroit, 
Hamtramck 
and 
Highland 
Park. 


Among the programs aimed 
at 
urban 
areas, 
Milliken 
proposed: 


—The appointment by him of 
an “ urban policy coordinator” 
to develop and implement policy 
in urban areas. 


—Increased efforts at attract­ 
ing federal money to Michigan 
cities. 


—A “Great Lakes Council for 
Economic Action” to explore 
regional economic development 
issues and policies aiding the 
Midwest. 


—A state “ pool” .of local 
funds, to be invested together 
under state direction to gain a 
better rate of return than cities 
could obtain separately. 


—Stepped-up efforts at win­ 
ning new private investment in 
urban areas. 


—An “ urban revitalization 
tax incentive” to stim ulate 
business and job expansion. It 
would allow a tax exemption for 
businesses which increase their 
employment in central cities. 


—A 
new 
juvenile justice 
program for Detroit, to be an­ 
nounced soon, and funds for 
community crime prevention 
programs, in addition to other 
anti-crime action. 


—Neighborhood and home 
improvement programs to en­

housing. 


—An attack on red-lming and 
a ban on unfair discrimination 
in mortgage lending in urban 
areas. Milliken said he would 
appoint a committee to help 
develop new appraisal rules and 
called for measures to en­ 
courage private investment in 
older residential areas.

Stiff Criminal Sentencing 
Requested By Governor

Another stiff criminal sentenc­ 
ing proposal was to be thrown in 
the 
hopper 
today as Gov. 
William Milliken declared 1977 
the year to get tough with 
lawlessness. 


The 
prepared 
text 
of 
Milliken’s State of the State 
message combined a detailed 
sentencing proposal — includ­ 
ing a two-year minimum jail 
term for serious crimes — with 
a suggested 20 per cent hike in 
prison spending to accomodate 
the 
inevitable 
overflow 
of 
prisoners. 


Repeating a call for 300 new' 
state troopers, the governor's 
text said, “ I want 1977 to be 
known as the year that we 
increased State Police presence 
— and our ability to fight crime 
— throughout all of Michigan." 


Milliken’s sentencing plan, 


sim ilar to a bill introduced in 
lh<> Senate Wednesday. would 


set a “ norm” sentence of 
perhaps 10 years for murder, 
robbery, sexual assault and 
other serious crimes. 


Trial 
judges 
could 
only 
deviate from the norm if they 
spelled out special circum s­ 
tances in a given case, and they 
would still have to stay within 
limits set by lawmakers. 


For example, a judge could 
knock off a year of a sentence if 
it was a first offense. Or he 
could add time in jail if it was 
an especially brutal crime. But 
he could not let a criminal go 
scot-free under the “ norm ” 
sentence. 


Aides said it is aimed at 
limiting the wide discretion af­ 
forded judges that has resulted 
in great disparities in sentences 
meted out for similar crimes. 


Last year, the legislature es­ 
tablished a minimum two-year 
jail sentence for any fekinies 
committed with a firearm. 


The 300 extra troopers would 
help man a permanent trooner 


post in Detroit and provide for 
freeway patrols m other cities. 
Combined with greater use of 
civilians in desk jobs, it would 
generally 
beef 
up 
police 
presence. 


Milliken also urg«l creating a 
Commission on Investigations 
with subpoena and other per­ 
manent powers to probe or­ 
ganized crime and allegations of 
public corruption. 


In related proposals he said 
would help free overburdened 
courts, the governor ask(>d that 
marijuana 
possession 
be 
reduced to a misdemeanor and 
that minor traffic offenses be 
decriminalized. 


In addition to ongoing correc­ 
tions expansion, Milliken urged 
better inmate job training and 
prison health care and reducing 
the workload of parole officers. 
He said his budget proposal for 
the Corrections Department 
would be 20 per cent above this 
vear’s.

For that reason, he said, he 
advocated pursuit of the Trident 
missile launching submarine 
I>rogram, the B1 bomber and a 
more advanced intercontinental 
ballistic missile. One of the first 
decisions garter must make is 
whether to approve full-scale 
production of the Bl. Congress 
late last year delayed the final 
decision on the Bl until the next 
president took office, a move 
taken 
by

Democratic 
majority in 
anticipation of 
Carter’s victory. 


Ford used some of his stron­ 
gest language in a plea to 
Congress

hamper 
Carter’s ability to act decisively 
in foreign affairs. 


"There can be only one com­ 
mander-in-chief.” he said. “ In 
these times crises cannot be 
managed and wars cannot be 
waged by committee. Nor can 
peace be pursued solely by 
parliamentary debate.” 


Addressing himself to the 
Republican minority in the 
House and Senate. Ford said, “ 1 
urge members of my party in 
the Congress to give the new 
President loyal support” in 
foreign policy. 


Noting that Congress has the 
exclusive right to declare war 
and appropriate funds for mili­ 
tary, civilian and foreign ac­ 
tivities of the government. Ford 
added that “ because we have 
been too careless of these 
powers in the past does not jus­ 
tify congressional intrusion in­ 
to, or obstruction of, the proper 
exercise of presidential respon­ 
sibilities now or in the future.” 


Through most of the speech.

State Steps Up Measles 
Immunization Program 


LANSING. Mich. (AP) - 
Michigan health officials have 
stepped up their immunization 
program 
against 
measles 
following a 100 per cent increase 
from 1975 to 1976 in the number 
of cases reported. 


But officials emphasized the 
increase reflects increased ef­ 
forts to track down and record 
cases of measles in the state. 


John Orris, assistant chief of 
the 
immunization 
program, 
said Wednesday that 6,000 cases 
of the “ 10-day” measles were 
reported in 1976, compared with 
3,000 cases in 1975. About 2,000 
were reported in 1974. 


“But this is not alarm ing 
because we have sought out the 
cases in an effort to head off 
outbreaks, 
and our figures 
reflect our work to record the 
cases,” Orris said. 


The 
latest 
outbreak 
was 
reported in the Reading School 
District in Hillsdale County, 
where nine cases were dis­ 
covered. 


“We have a team there today 
immunizing 
everyone 
who 
hasn’t been immunized before 
for m easles,” Orris said Wed­ 
nesday. 


The state 
Department 
of 
Health increased its survey of 
schools last year because many 
parents 
apparently 
were 
neglecting the immunizations 
or thought their children were 
protected against measles. 


“ If we can get only one point 
across, it would be that parents 
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must check their child’s im ­ 
munization record. If the child 
hasn’t been immunized, it’s 
imperative that he be,” Orris 
said. 


Children 
immunized 
for 
measles before they are one 
year old often are not protected 
from the disease, he added. The 
vaccine should be given after 
the age of one year. 


Vaccinations are adm inis­ 
tered free at local public health 
clinics or they can be given by 
personal physicians. 


The disease, which usually 
strikes 
during 
the 
winter 
months and reaches a peak in 
the spring, can be serious. 


“ We’re talking about the 
‘hard measles,’ not the German 
measles. It can lead to brain or 
hearing damage because of the 
high fever,” Orris said. 


Encephalitis, or inflammation 
of the brain, occurs in one in 
1.000 cases, he said. One in 
10.000 encephalitis cases is fa­ 
tal.

Crime, Arrests Dip 
In South Haven

SOUTH HAVEN — Reported crim e and the 
num ber of arrests in the city of South Haven 
declined during 1976 from the previous year, 
according to Police Chief Theodore Roby. The 
police departm ent investigated 1,155 reports of 
crim es com m itted last year as com pared to 
1.201 in 1975. The total does not include traffic 
citations, which also declined from 489 to 385. 


There was a significant drop in juvenile 
arrests from the previous year, 157 to 103. Adult 
arrests also declined from 526 to 503. Most ca­ 
tegories of crim es declined from the previous 
year. However, there was a significant hike in 
larcenies from m otor vehicles (43 to 93). The 
increase parallels a national problem during the 
year of thefts of CB radios from vehicles.

Byker Fights Plan 
For Allegan Prison

LANSING — State Sen. Gary Byker (R-Hudsonville), has written 
a letter to Gov. Milliken expressing his opposition to the establish­ 
ment of a minumum security prison somewhere in the 45,000-acre 
Allegan state gam e area. The cam p as proposed would be a 
replacem ent for an existing m inim um -security facility near 
Cadillac. That facility, Camp Hoxie, is on federal land, and the 
National Park service is reported to have indicated that the license 
for the camp will not lie renewed. 


In his letter to Gov. Milliken, 
dated .Jan. 7, Sen. Byker stated 
“ ...it is inadvisable to relocate a 
facility of this type from a 
sparsely populated resort area 
and place it directly in a densely 
populated resort area.” 


Local Allegan county officials 
fear the camp might discourage 
tourists from visiting the area. 
It is estim ated that over 100,000 
people visit the area each 
summer. 


Byker’s letter said that plac­ 
ing such a prison cam p in the 
Allegan 
State 
Game 
area 
“ would be especially hard to 
justify in view of the fact that 
the state has available to it over 
4 million acres of land in 
numerous areas which are more 
compatible with such a prison 
facility...” 


Byker continued that although 
it has been m aintained by the 
state that no final decision has 
been rendered on the prison 
cam p site, “ I receive the dis­ 
tinct impression that there has 
been a firm decision made, and 
1 am very much in fear of a fait 
accompli 
(an 
accomplished 
fact) being presented to the ci­ 
tizens of Allegan county.” 
Byker’s letter said he would 
not "rt,‘st easy until we are as­ 
sured’’ by the D epartm ent of 
Corrections and the governor’s 
office that the Allegan gam e 
area “ is no longer under con­ 
sideration'’ for the prison camp. 


Byker’s letter also mentions 
the fact that num erous “ well- 
attended” youth cam ps and 
public campgrounds are located 
in tin* area and it would be 
“ tragic if usage of these c ri­ 
tically important camps were to 
be restrained by apprehensions 
about the safety of their oc­ 


cupants.” 


W ithin days alte r prison of­ 
ficials in Septem ber revealed 
plans to build the $1 million 
facility by 1979, Allegan county 
officials and several township 
boards joined forces in subm it­ 
ting strongly worded protests to 
the state departm ent of correc­ 
tions. 


The reaction was so strong

Perry Johnson, cam e to the 
December Allegan county board 
of com m issioners m eeting to 
outline plans for the new camp 
that would house about UN) in­ 
mates.

Wednesday opened the door for

The declaratory judgment by 


Judge George R. Cook after a 
three-day, non-jury trial ended 
three years uf litigation. 


Cook ruled in favor of the IHL 


and against Jerry DeLise. who 
had 
filed suit against the 


league. DcLisc contended he 
had the only rights to a Grand 
Rapids 
franchise. 
Cook's 


decision opens the door for 
anyone to establish a franchise 
in the city. 


Meanwhile, Joe Zalokar, act- 


ing general manager of the 
Grand Rapids Blades of the 
United Stales Hockey League; 
said he expects owners of that 
club to seek admittance to the 
IHL. If admitted. Zalokar said 


lie is almost certain to wind up 
in Grand Rapids.

I don't see 
any difference in the caliber of 
play." he said.

franchise. 
C ooks 
decision opens the door for 
anyone to establish a franchise 
in the city. 


Meanwhile, Joe Zalokar, act­ 
ing general m anager of the 
(irand Rapids Blades of the 
United States Hockey League, 
said he expects owners of that 
club to s<>ek adm ittance to the 
IHL. If adm itted, Zalokar said 


he is almost certain to wind up 
in Grand Rapids 


"It's a m atter of raising 
$100,000,” Zalokar said, “ and 
we have to pass an inspection 
We may have to add seating to 
the current stadium I don't see 
any difference in the caliber of 
play." he said. 


Before Cook’s ruling, Zalokar 
had said it was “ a 99 per cent 
bet" the Blades would become a 
Grand Rapids IHL team if the 
court decision was in favor of 
the IHL. 


DeLise, form er owner of the 
Muskegon Mohawks of the IHL, 
said he was given rights to the 
(irand Rapids franchise when 
he sold the Mohawks in October 
1972. He contended a franchise 
in (Irand Rapids — M ichigan’s 
second largest city — would be 
worth at least 


much as the other starters, but 
Bohannon relies on him for his 
standout defensive work.

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Gov. William Milliken has signed into 
law bills establishing a mobile home commission and expanding 
the role of doctors’ assistants in Michigan. The 11-member mobile 
home commission will draft a mobile home code to license and 
regulate dealers, park operators and repair operations. The code 
will include rules on licensing and construction of mobile home 
parks; business practices of installers, repairers and dealers; tie­ 
down and set-up requirements, and mobile home warranties, 
deposits and used mobile homes. The commission must draft the 
code within 18 months. The physician assistants bill would permit 
such personnel to provide medical care under the supervision of a 
doctor of medicine or osteopathy. The three-bill package would 
establish a committee to write rules on education and training 
requirements, and develop guidelines for physician assistants and 
their supervision. Doctors must obtain written approval from 
licensing boards before employing an assistant, and the board’s 
approval must be reviewed and renewed every two years.

Both the FTC and Anaconda 
said they would not comment on 
W ednesday’s decision until they 
had studied the ruling.

In addition. Arco has offered 
to exchange one-half share of its 
stock plus $6 for each Anaconda 
common share.

Arco attorneys had told the 
court that Anaconda's com peti­ 
tive position has been seriously 
eroded in recent years and ad­ 
ded the company does not have 
the funds to develop the huge 
copper resources it already 
owns.'

Stiles, a grandfather, and his 
wife, Emma, started the resale 
shop — “ it’s not really an an­ 
tique store” — 24 years ago 
He had been doing some 
reselling in the luncheonette he 
owned when he met his wife 
over the counter.
